Where Did the Money Come From?

A “Now It Can Be Told’ story pieced together at the London Conference

E WERE seated around the table in the fine 

Committee Room of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society. ‘‘We” were Secretaries of the 
British and American Bible Societies. All morn- 
ing long we had been examining the conditions 
of Scripture supply for Europe, country by 
country. How many Bibles, Testaments and 
Gospels were needed; how many were on hand; 
where were they; by what route could they be

sent in; what more were needed; could they be 
produced locally, and, if so, how paid for? Where 
were plates, paper supplies, binding materials; 
where else could they be printed?—these were 
the questions which were being systematically 
asked. 

We had come to Czechoslovakia on the list, 
and big Mr. Cernohorsky, who had for many 
years been the representative of the British 
Society there, was reporting that there were only 
700 Slovak Bibles left in stock. In the midst of 
his estimate he broke off and said suddenly, “By 
the way, where did that money come from? I 
never knew.” ‘What money do you mean?” 
he was asked. Then he told this story. 

“One day during the Nazi occupation ot 
Czechoslovakia we had to change the name to 
just Bible Society because of the Gestapo. A man 


came into my office in Prague whom I had never 
seen before. He said, ‘Are you Mr. Cernohorsky, 
the Agent of the Bible Society?? —I admitted 
I was. He said, ‘Are you expecting a sum of 
money?’ Well, I didn’t know anything in particu- 
lar but I thought it a good idea to be receptive, 
so I said I was! His next question was, ‘From a 
western country?’ As this seemed in order, I 
said ‘Yes.’ ‘How much are you _ expecting? 
This was a hard one; but I thought a good round 
sum would be right, so I said, ‘About a hundred 
thousand crowns (about $4,000).’—‘Very good,” 
he said, ‘here are 120,000 crowns to be used 
solely for publication of needed Scriptures; you 
are not to ask who I am or where the money comes 
from.’ Then he handed me 120,000 crowns and_ 
disappeared. But I do not know yet who he was, 
or where the money came from!” = 
Meantime tall, cheerful M. Olivier Béguin, 
formerly a Swiss teacher but through the war 
years the Secretary of the American Bible Society’s’ 
work in Geneva, Switzerland, had been smiling 
happily. “It came from the American Bible 
Society,” he said, “to Geneva. We gave it to Dr. 
Hans Schoenfelt, the German Secretary of the 
World Council of Churches. He took it into 
Germany and gave it to a friend who gave it to 
Mr. Cernohorsky. We couldn’t send any money 
for such things except secretly.” t 
“What did you do with the money?” I asked 
Mr. Cernohorsky.—‘‘There was a serious lack of 
Bibles for Slovakia at that time,” he replied. 
“With the aid of paper merchants, and printers 
working in secrecy, we printed and bound 4,500 
Slovak Bibles. Then we smuggled them into 
Slovakia.” He left it to our imagination as to how 
this was done. & 
Shades of William Tyndale! Four hundred 
years after he smuggled Scriptures into England 
his spiritual descendants in a land he had hardly 
heard of were smuggling money into a European 
country to help smuggle Bibles into still another! 
A strange business, Bible circulation! Or is it the 
world that is strange? Either way, hail to the skill 
and faith of Mr. Cernohorsky and his colleagues!

iB YOU HAD been passing through the little town 
of Haywards Heath at the beginning of May, 

1946 and had time to spend an hour at the pleas- 

ant Diocesan House of “‘Elfinsward,”’ perhaps you 
would have been confused by the babel of tongues. 
As a matter of fact, you might have heard people 
speaking Norwegian or Swedish or Finnish or 
Danish or Dutch or French or German or Polish 
or Czech, to say nothing of Scottish and American! 
Who were these visitors from many different 
lands, and what were they doing in that little 
Sussex town? What had brought them all there? 
The answer is simple—the Bible! Yes, the Bible, 
‘nothing more or less; for these men represented 
the Bible Societies of the world and had come 
together at the invitation of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society to ask and, if possible, 
‘answer this question: By what means can the 
Bible be given to mankind, and especially to the 
peoples of Europe who need it so sorely at the 
present time? 

These men of many nations had come from 
near and far because they were convinced that 
one of the first essentials of the moral and spiritual 
recovery of their peoples was that the Scriptures 
should be available for all in the mother tongue. 
|' There is a famine of the Word of God in every 
part of Europe and indeed throughout the world; 
war conditions and political prohibitions made the 
publication and circulation of the Bible almost 
‘impossible, and therefore there is much leeway to 
make up—to say nothing of the fresh demands 
due to the amazing spread of literacy in India, 

Africa, the Far East and South America. 
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Thus the conference met at an hour of both 
desperate need and unparalleled opportunity, 
and in this article the history of the movement 
towards cooperation in Bible Society work will 
be briefly related. It is astonishing that the seed 
of unity sown in 1932 should have yielded so fine 
a harvest in 1946—the first fruits, let it be hoped, 
of harvests still more abundant in years to come. 
And so to our story. 


What’s in a Name? 


“United Bible Societies’”—such will presently 
be the imprint on millions of Bibles, New Testa- 
ments and Gospels circulating in many lands for 
many years to come; and this will be one result 
of the Haywards Heath Conference. It may seem 
a trivial matter that these three words should 
be printed on the Bible’s title-page instead of 
the well-known names of the older Bible Societies, 
and some may even regret the change. It may be 
replied that such familiar names as the American 
Bible Society, the National Bible Society of 
Scotland, the Netherlands Bible Society and the 
British and Foreign Bible Society will continue 
to appear on those editions of the Scriptures in- 
tended for use in their respective homelands 
and in other countries where a national name 
arouses no prejudice; but, as every student of 
world affairs is well aware, there are many 
lands in which such names would retard or even 
prevent the circulation of the Book. On the 
other hand, such a broad and general title as 
“United Bible Societies’? may meet with approval 
everywhere and so contribute to the wider circu- 
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lation of the Holy Scriptures. That is why the 
change is being made, and we may inquire how it 
has been brought about. 


The First Conference 


The beginning of the answer to this question 
goes back to the year 1932, when the First Con- 
ference of Bible Societies was held in London. 
Perhaps ‘‘Conference of Bible Societies’? is too 
ambitious, as it is certainly too comprehensive, a 
term for a group embracing only the three prin- 
cipal Anglo-Saxon Societies, whose headquarters

are in America, Scotland and England. Yet to 
those present it doubtless seemed all-sufficient 
at the time—a patent instance of Anglo-Saxon 
complacency ! 

Yet that conference, with its obvious limitations, 
did good work. It laid foundations upon which 
we are building today and enunciated principles 
of cooperative service now being applied on a 
worldwide scale. Its main recommendation was 
that the three Bible Societies should work to- 
gether with a view to encouraging the formation 
of a China Bible Society, and that for the further- 
ance of this object an Advisory Council should 
be set up in Shanghai. Not only was it sought 
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to secure joint action on the part of the three 
Societies but to draw the Chinese Church into 
close cooperation. The Staff Conference which 
followed saw this principle of joint agencies 
preparatory to national Societies as applying to 
other countries also; and on the inspiration of 
Secretary Wilkinson envisaged a world federation 
of Bible Societies in the future. 

The Conference ended and the task of imple- 
menting the recommendations about cooperation 
in China began. To the uninitiated it may seem 
strange that it should take years to translate 
an ideal into actuality; but, as the history of 
Church Union bears witness, delicate matters of 
this kind cannot be hurried; suspicions and fears 
can only be gradually overcome; and it was only 
after long and patient development that the 
scheme adumbrated in London in 1932 stood on 
the edge of fulfilment in 1937. Meanwhile in 
Latin America, the Near East and Japan, the 
policies of joint work had become established. 

Then came the war, and not only were lamps 
put out all over Europe, but all over the world; 
and in China the hopes of years were disappointed, 
and plans involving long and anxious preparation 
had to be laid aside until happier times. 


The Second Conference 


Only a month before the war broke out in 
Europe the Second Conference of Bible Societies 
was held in Holland. Once again representatives 
from America, Scotland and England were pres- 
ent, but they were joined by delegates from the 
Netherlands, Norway and France; and thus an 
appreciable step toward a world conference had 
been taken. 

Once again the main item on the agenda was 
cooperation between the Societies, and it was re- 
ported that considerable progress had been made 
already in that direction in Latin America, the 
Far East, the Netherlands Indies and the Levant. 

So far, so good—but what could the conference 
do to consolidate what had been gained and 
launch out on new ventures? It was decided that 
a Council of Bible Societies should be set up, 
its main purposes being to secure information on 
matters of common concern, to facilitate exchange. 
of services and to encourage common agreement 
on policies affecting the interests of the Societies; 
and a Secretary of the proposed Council was 
nominated. : 

The conference in Holland met under the 
shadow of war, and even during its meetings the 
clouds grew darker. Within a month the storm 
broke upon a bewildered world on September 
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3, 1939 and plunged humanity into an ordeal 
that was to last six long years. There is no need 
to waste ink in attempting to describe the loss and 
ruin, the sorrow and despair, that the war brought 
to mankind, or to estimate its disastrous conse- 
quences upon the life of the world. That has 
been repeatedly done already by far abler pens, 
and will be done again and again in years to come. 
The causes of the war, the war itself and its after- 
math will be the main preoccupations of the 
historians of our times. 


A Growing Unity 


Our task is simpler and easier: to show the ef- 
fect of the war on Bible Society activities and 
especially on the movement toward closer cooper- 
ation. Perhaps there is a more delicate task 
and one demanding no small measure of spiritual 
insight: to trace the deepening consciousness of 
our oneness in Christ brought about by our com- 
mon sufferings and, arising out of that, our 
erowing desire and determination that in the 
sacred task of giving the Bible to a needy world 
we should be found “endeavoring to keep the 
unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace.”’ 

In other words, it was borne home to many 
that, in the providence and will of God, the Bible 
Societies should henceforth be, if not one body, 
then one spirit, and that their first duty after 
the war must be to translate that oneness of spirit 
and purpose into practical terms. 

During the war this awareness of the unity of 
Bible work grew up simultaneously and independ- 
ently in many lands. In all European countries 
suffering under Nazi oppression the Bible became 
ever more precious to those who loved it—‘“‘the 
hand of God stretched out to us,” to quote Bishop 
Berggrav’s appealing phrase; and because the 
Bible had become more and more precious to 
our suffering brethren, so had the conviction 
deepened in their hearts that if they were spared 
to come through the war they would use every 
endeavor to place that precious book in the hands 
of men everywhere. Likewise for us living in 
lands less afflicted by the curse of war—in America 
and Great Britain—similar resolves were formed, 
and when the war ended there was a spontaneous 
and ready response to the suggestion that we 
should meet and take counsel together how we 
could bring to pass what had long been meditated 
and resolved upon by groups of people in many 
different lands. 

How strange that men of many nationalities 
should come to the same conclusion regarding 
their duty of giving the Bible to the world!—or 
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was it strange? ‘The winds of God had blown over 
His suffering world and quickened for His chosen 
work certain chosen spirits. Each of these could 
doubtless say: 

‘“* ... Bond unknown to me 
Was given, that I should be, else sinning greatly, 


A dedicated spirit.” 


The Third Conference 


Thus came about the Third Conference of Bible 
Societies, which was held at Haywards Heath 
May 6-9, 1946. Whereas at the First Conference 
in 1932 only three national Societies were repre- 
sented, and these all English-speaking, and at the 
Second Conference no more than six nations were 
represented, there were delegates from no fewer 
than thirteen nations at the third, the majority 
of them European. This perhaps was as far as 
we could go at the moment toward universality, 
but it would be safe to prophesy that future con- 
ferences will include delegates from many other 
lands, such as China, India and the nations of the 
British Commonwealth. 

Who can describe the foregathering of the mem- 
bers of the conference, first at the Bible House,. 
London, where they were welcomed, and then at

Haywards Heath, where we had our home for 
three memorable days? Many of our guests from 
Europe had spent longer or shorter periods in con- 
centration camps, and all had endured years of 
privation and suffering. Whether inside or out- 
side concentration camps, they were all virtually 
prisoners, bereft as they were of personal liberty 
and cut off from the outside world. They had 
been prisoners, but prisoners of hope; and those 
of us who had the privilege of fellowship with 
them at Haywards Heath were amazed and re-

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The Bible in Holland During the War 


The Secretary of the Netherlands Bible Society here recounts the story of their work, how the 
American Bible Society was able to help them and the problems they still confront 
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MMEDIATELY after the outbreak of the Second 

World War the Committee of the Netherlands 
Bible Society considered how it could ensure a 
regular Bible provision for the Netherlands. ‘The 
experience during the First World War had shown 
how one of the results of war was a dearth of paper 
and how this could easily bring about a great 
shortage of Bibles and even lead to a complete 
blackout. Therefore the Committee decided dur- 
ing that first year of the war, when paper could 
still be bought freely, to buy as much paper as the 
available money allowed. It even contracted a 
loan of thirty thousand florins to buy still more 
“paper. It then gave several printing shops orders 
for 50,000 or 100,000 copies each of the most 
popular editions of the Bible, so that all the paper 
was at once put to use and was no longer avail- 
able for confiscation for other purposes. ‘Thus 
there were in the first years of the war nearly half 
a million Bibles and also half a million New Testa- 
ments either in stock or in preparation. ‘This 
would be enough for nearly seven years of normal 
Bible demand and the Committee thought that 
in this way it had done all it could to ensure the 
normal Bible provision of the Netherlands until 
some years after the war. 

There remained, however, one great difficulty. 
The Bible Society could not acquire sufficient 
binding material to get bound all the Bibles and 
New Testaments which were in preparation. 

In addition to this there happened several 
things which upset the plans of the Committee. 

In the first place there was a much greater 
demand for the Scriptures than before. At first 
the mobilized troops and, after this, those who 
saw their houses destroyed by bombing and lost 
with their property also their Bibles, made great 
demands on the stock of the Bible Society. Also, 
those who were put to forced labor demanded 
copies. And in addition there was generally a 
greater demand for the Bible. ‘Thus during three 
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years the Bible Society got far more demands for 
Bibles than it could possibly meet and therefore 
had to ration the distribution of the Bible. 

In the second place far more Bibles could have 
been supplied if the printing and bindery shops 
had not been obliged to cut down their monthly 
deliveries because so many of their employees had

disappeared. 


Either the Germans had dragged 


them away for forced labor in Germany or they | 
themselves had disappeared so that the Germans 


could not find them. Thus the turnout of the 
shops steadily diminished, and during the last 
winter of the war, when there was also no gas, 
electricity or fuel, it ceased altogether. 

A third reason for diminished distribution was 
the destruction wrought by the war. Twice, in 
1940 and 1944, the entire stock of one of the 
larger-size Bibles was destroyed when the printing 
shop where it was in preparation was shelled. _ 


As a result of all these causes, in the autumn of 


1945 the stock of Bibles which were ready for 
delivery was very low. There were, however, 
still tens of thousands of Bibles available in loose 
sheets, thanks to the printing orders given in the 
beginning of the war. But there was no more 
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binding material, and therefore the books could 
not be made ready for delivery. During the last 
year the British and Foreign Bible Society had 
been helping the Netherlands Bible Society in 
many ways, especially also with the Dutch edi- 
tions which the British Society had in stock. On 
investigation it appeared, however, that it was 
impossible to send binding material from England 
to Holland because England had none. It was 
then that the Netherlands Bible Society went 
farther afield and sent an urgent appeal to the 
American Bible Society. 

This was not the first contact between the two 
Societies. The International Conference of the 
Bible Societies in July 1939 laid the foundation 
for a personal relationship. When in May 1940 
the Germans had overrun and occupied the 
Netherlands, the Committee of the Netherlands 
Bible Society was very anxious about the situation 

_in Indonesia, where the Society had a great work 
with translations in some forty Indonesian lan- 
guages. How could this work be carried on, now 
that it was cut off from all support from the 
mother country? The Committee decided to send 
a telegram to the American Bible Society asking 
whether they could undertake the support of the 
work in Indonesia during the time that the com- 
munication with the Netherlands was cut off. At 
once came a wire that the American Bible Society 

~ would do so. During the first years of occupation, 
until the time that the Japanese occupation cut 
off also all communication from Java with the 
United States, the American Bible Society has 
done this excellently and during these years the 
Committee of the Netherlands Bible Society was 

“very much reassured and encouraged by the 
knowledge that the work in Indonesia was being 
looked after so well. In fact the American Bible 
Society, not only sent to the agency in Bandoeng, 
Java, all the money which otherwise the Nether- 

_ lands Society would have sent, but in addition it 
also sent a large consignment of paper and binding 
material in order that the agency could have 
printed in Java the editions in the Indonesian 

_ languages which it needed. 

And now in 1946 the Netherlands Bible Society 
was to experience another proof of the willingness 
of the American Bible Society to help. When the 
facts concerning the lack of binding material in 
the Netherlands were put before the Board of the 
- American Bible Society, the Board at once wired 
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to Amsterdam that they would supply as a free 
gift all the binding materials needed and that it 
would begin shipping in February. The materials 
arrived in Rotterdam in the first days of March. 
And it was no half measure, for the shipment 
included 20,000 yards of book cloth, five barrels 
containing 1,000 kilos glue, gauze and 284 tubes 
of thread. This is sufficient for binding all of the 
thousands of Bibles awaiting completion. 


Field Men Confer in New York 


Here is a group of men, some of whom our 
readers will be meeting in their communities. 

With the increasing responsibilities confronting 
the Bible Society in the world today and with the 
obvious necessity of trying to measure up to the 
great challenge of distributing greater and ever 
greater quantities of the Scriptures, the Board of 
Managers of the Society has seen the necessity of 
increasing its field staff in the United States, 
whose major function is to inform Christian people 
of the work of the Society and to secure the needed 
funds. 

Field offices have now been opened in Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Detroit, Philadelphia, «Pasa- 
dena, Houston and Nashville. It is hoped to add - 
four or five new ones to this list when the new 
budget for 1947 is made.

Said and Done at Haywards Heath 


LL THE WORLD knows of the superb leadership 
A given by Bishop Eivind Berggrav, Primate of 
Norway, to the Norwegian churches and people in 
their resistance to the Nazis and the Quislings. 
Bishop Berggrav was chosen chairman for the first 
day of the Haywards Heath Conference. The 
following is a verbatim transcript of his opening 
remarks: 

When we are confronted with the Bible we have to 
face big things that are significant in the remaking of 
Europe. We might well have put “the world” and 
not just ‘“Europe,” for I think it is the same situation all 
over the world as to the Bible. The world needs re- 
making, and at once when you mention the world, you 
think of the politics of today and the future that is 
possible for mankind. I think we ought first to think 
of us here and of all mankind as individuals—of re- 
making the individuals of the world. Every one of us 
is in need of being remade. What is the significance of 
the Bible in that? In war time, and especially in 
occupation time, the Bible explained itself to us; it is 
the usual experience all over the world that when a man 
is in need of God’s Word he gets it in the Bible, but 
when he is in no need he finds the Bible is a very dif- 
ficult book to read. In Norway during the occupation 
the Bible pointed out its own significance, making 
clear to us how it made and remade us. I would not 
overestimate the importance of any statement we can 
make here as to how the Bible can remake the world. 
We myst try and make such a statement. Of course 
the situation in peace time is quite another one than in 


war time; but I think there is one chief point for 
individuals, through which we come to the world 
situation. The chief point is this: that every individual 
is asking what is the meaning of life. What is the sig- 
nificance of the Bible to us as individuals in finding 
the meaning of life? 

We have gone through an era where the subjective, 
the emotional, the philosophical, and all those things, 
meant very much; and we are now looking to the 
objective. There is a lead from God Himself in the 
Bible. You have had it yourself; I have had it in my 
life; and we may tell the world that in the Bible we 
shall get the lead from God Himself—the only real God. 
If you know that, then you have the way; and it is not 
so difficult to live, because life gets meaning when there 
is a lead. Through this Word to individuals we come 
also to the more’ difficult question, the remaking of 
Europe and the world. 

Europe or the world cannot be remade through po- 
litical remedies. Every one is realizing that today. 
It is very easy to hope in the Bible. The Bible is 
realistic, not optimistic. Notice that “peace” and “hope” 
are two of the chief words in the Bible; and now 
the world is asking how we can find our way into the 
new future. This period after the war will, of course, 
be a period of emergency, and very many things 
will not be clear; and so we have to let this period run 
its time. We shall not get frightened, thinking that 
everything is lost—that there is no possibility for the 
future. While these big political questions, such as 


Russia and the Paris Conference, are under discussion, 
we Christians ought to pray for those men in the front

Word in a world where nations sat in darkness 
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of the world now. They are quite usual men. They 
are not big men, and they are not very much wiser 
than you or I. Mr. Attlee speaks more openly about 
such things than the others. When he went to the 
United States of America for the first conference with 
President Truman about the atom bomb, he said: 
“I am going with hope, because I have seen how St. 
Paul’s Cathedral is standing there, above all the ruins 
of the center of London, as a symbol of the spiritual 
values standing above all the ruins of mankind. I am 
going,” he said, “not frightened in my soul, but taking 
with me ‘these three, faith, hope and love; and the 
greatest of these is love.?”? I think in those words a 
statesman was speaking to the individuals, to the 
rank and file of the world, like you and me, telling 
us that he is one of us. These statesmen, who are 
now trying to find the way for the future, need our 
prayers much more than we imagine. We are apt to 
think that such men know everything, that they have 
power; but really, while they have no power, they 
have the biggest responsibility. If you or I were 
in their position we would ask all our friends to pray 
for us. . 

We are facing now a period of obscure situations; 
but do not be afraid about it. We must have confi- 
dence. We (and especially you in Great Britain) 
have gone through periods when there was much less 
hope and much more darkness. Remember the period 
in the autumn of 1940, and then think of the position 
as it is today! In Norway May 7th is the day of 
hope, because it is the day of God’s miracle to the 
world. We were grateful to the forces of the Allies, 
but at last it was God himself who did it. It was 
on the night between May 6th and 7th that Keitel 
surrendered at General Eisenhower’s headquarters. 
On the morning of the 8th it was official that the 
armistice was through. In the morning papers—the 
-Nazi papers—there was a notice from the Minister 
of Police, a Quisling, who said that the Germans 
and the Quislings would fight the Allies and that 
all Norway would be demolished. In the evening the 
situation turned. At 5:30 the Swedish Consul (who 
was one of the few who knew where I was) knocked at 
my window where I was hiding, and came in and 
said, ““The Englishmen are coming.” At 6 p.m. a 
white aeroplane, like an angel from heaven, came 
over on the evening of the very same day when we 
had read in the morning papers that civil war was 
coming; it was like a revelation of how God can 
change a situation on this earth. We who had the 
experience of those things in the spring of 1945 should 
be the last ones to be frightened in an emergency 
situation of politics like this. 

But, of course, we have to face also the realities 
and difficulties of the age. What about the remaking 
of Europe and the politics of the world by means of 
the Bible? What does it mean to Attlee, Molotov 
and the others?—I believe it means more to them 
than we imagine. It means not only to the individual, 
but it means also to the nations, to the masses, that 
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there is something real, something objective. We 
have lost the basis of life, and we have to find again 
the fundamental law of God in the Bible. The Bible 
is the only place where we can find it. It is the rev- 
elation of God Himself, to give us new confidence 
that life has meaning not only for individuals but also 
for nations, and for the erection of the Kingdom of God 
on this earth. We are given a new confidence in the 
reality of God through the Bible. I think that is the first 
and chief significance of the Bible in the remaking of 
Europe. 

When Bishop Berggrav in the opening roll call 
greeted Dr. Hans Lilje, the delegate from Ger- 
many, who for his resistance as a churchman had 
been chained by the Nazis in a prison cell in 
Nurnberg, he left the platform to welcome Dr. 
Lilje, embracing him, as he came down the aisle, 
as a brother in Christ. Later Dr. Lilje addressed 
the Conference on the significance of the Scrip- 
tures to Germany in these words: 

I have tried to say a few words about the miracle 
of the fact that God not only speaks, but also makes 
people listen; and if there is a meaning in the Bible 
for the remaking of Europe today, as we see it, I 
should like to stress two things: the vast destruction, 
on the one hand; and the hope and the substance 
which the Bible provides, on the other. It is not an 
easy or superficial thing if I say that the ruins which 
surround us are just a symbol of the destruction which 
has been going on in the hearts and souls of men 
during these past years; and in my country, I fear, 
more than in any other country. We are facing a 
situation in which people are groping, trying to dis- 
cover a lead in the darkness—and how even to begin 
thinking again, to renew life and its possibilities. I 
do not think human tongue could describe this state 
of utter loneliness by a more penetrating term than a 
state of “nihilism.”? Think of a young man who passed 
through Nazism—eight years old when the Nazis 
came into power, and whose whole instruction has 
been in a school under their leadership; and then 
think of what that young man’s mind must look like 
now. There was one advantage in what Nazism could 
do through the Hitler Reichsjugend; and in order to 
protect myself against all misunderstanding I quote 
J. H. Newman’s Apologia pro Vita Sua, where he says 
in effect, ‘‘Every explanation, even a bad one, is better 
than none at all.” If you can believe some well- 
defined, clear-cut dogma, it is better than believing 
nothing at all; and in that there is a vast amount of 
truth—which explains why so many of these young 
people, who had no chance of a comparison, just 
accepted these dogmas and tried to shape their lives 
accordingly. 

If you for a moment will be generous, try to think 
that some of these people were really idealists, and 
accepted these dogmas; and now think of this break- 
down. There is much to convince them of that. The 
ruins which surround them teach the lesson; and now 
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what is before them? In this situation there is still 
the urgent need for something clear-cut—the necessity 
for giving these young people the realization of an 
aim in life and the hope of something in the future. 
They now turn towards the Churches and are really 
expecting something. They are under the impression 
that the Churches in Germany are on the crest of the 
wave under the protection of the Allied Powers; and 
this does, of course, give rise to the suspicion: “Is it 
just your own spiritual strength which brings you into 
the position, or is it just the advantage of a political 
situation?’ They are still waiting for a real lead and 
a clear answer. I would like to point out two or three 
things which are characteristic of the situation with us; 
and to make it even more apparent I will tell you a 
story dealing with a few leading people of the former 
régime. 

Traveling back from the United States in 1938, I 
talked with two members of the Reichsjugendfiihrung, 
and one said, “I am quite sure that your convictions 
are very true for the older generation; but the younger 
generation thinks quite differently, and I hope you 
are no less sure of this.”? I answered: ‘“‘I am convinced 
you are right; these young people do think differently, 
and it is, of course, because you do not let them 
think otherwise; but I should love to send you a post 
card in ten years’ time so that I may say ‘thank you.’” 
—‘“‘Why do you say that?”—“By that time you will 
have taken away all Church traditionalism, every- 
thing will be quite new to the young generation; 
and if we have in our hands, thinking for themselves, 
those people whom you have had in yours, they will 
make two discoveries: first, the Bible contains many 
things about which you never told them; and secondly, 
it does not contain many things about which you 
were always talking to them. This will mean a com- 
pletely new revelation of its teaching.” 

I think something of that prophecy has come true 
today; and the most important thing to my mind is 
how to deal with the young men between eighteen 
and thirty, demobilized, trying to find jobs, and no 
chance before them to do so or to get to the university. 
It is really an experience to see how new the Bible 
is to them. They do not know much about it, but 
slowly they are rediscovering what the Bishop called 
“this objective element,’ something which does not 
change with the changing years. It is also an ex- 
perience to find there is a plan of what man is like, 
and what his life in the world should be like; and 
so we make that very curious discovery that the 
Bible is the most interesting subject for discussion 
which we have. In Hanover there is little spiritual 
and intellectual life; there is no room for that, but we 
try to get hold of these young people and plan stra- 
tegically. We have had three big evening meetings, 
which were remarkably attended, followed for three 
to four weeks by public forums; and the interesting 
thing is, that we can lead all these discussions back 
to the Bible, so that they feel that it is a guide book 
and a mental philosophy of life.

This is something which gives us a lead and which 
is an answer to our questions. It is wonderful, for 
instance, to observe people in labor camps, sitting 
there with empty hearts and heads and now drinking 
this in. We have people there who two or three years 


ago would not have dreamed of attending, and this 


goes to prove the immense responsibility laid upon us. 
Here is a field for your help. We need the printed Bible, 
and we can guarantee that if these people get hold 
of a copy they will read and even study it. On the 
other hand, it is our personal responsibility, as believers 
in the Book, that whoever wants to tell its message to 
a nation in the awful conditioris of ours must have first 
listened to it and in the listening obtained spiritual 
power; and, prompted by God and His Holy Spirit, 
be ready to tell it to a nation which, without its help, 
must perish. 


Folks and Facts at the Conference 


Sixty-three delegates from thirteen countries con- 
ferred on May 6-19, 1946. 


At least twelve of the delegates had been imprisoned 


or confined in concentration camps by the Nazis 
or Quislings. 

The American Bible Society’s delegates were Dr. 
and Mrs. North, Mr. and Mrs. Betts, Dr. Darlington 
and Dr. Nida. 

The successive themes for discussion were the 
Bible in the remaking of Europe, and appraisal of the 
measure of Europe’s need of Scriptures; the principles 
and the operation of the Bible Societies; the methods 
of securing support; and the organizing of the Bible 
Societies for cooperation. 

The major achievements of the Conference were: 

1. A deep spirit of comradeship in a great service. 

2. The inauguration of plans in several countries 
for establishing national Bible Societies, in 
some cases on the foundation of several. exist- 
ing local societies. 

3. The introducing into some national Societies 
of programs for missionary service in Scripture 
distribution not previously undertaken. 

'4. The recommendation to the national Societies 
of their uniting in a world federation of 
Bible Societies. 

5. Drawing up of a draft of organization for 
“United Bible Societies’? to come into existence 
as soon as any six of the constituent Societies 
officially approve. (Approval as we go to 
press has already been given by the British & 
Foreign Bible Society, the American Bible 
Society, the Netherlands Bible Society and 
the Danish Bible Society.) 

Anticipated developments in the immediate future 
are the supplying to Europe of Scriptures to countries 
which cannot provide their own. This will be done by 
a pooling of assets in materials and money, so that the

buked by their brave and confident outlook. 

Some said, and all felt, that ‘“‘Elfinsward”’ was 
in a real sense home during those days. We all 
felt it was home that first morning, when at the 
invitation of the Bishop of Chichester we gathered 
at the Lord’s Table and received the bread and 
wine from his hands. We felt it was home, when 
at the first session Bishop Berggrav greeted the 
German delegate, Dr. Hans Lilje, who. had 
suffered many things at the hands of his fellow

Alexander Enholc. He printed 6,000 Bibles and 
22,000 New Testaments and distributed 266,000 copies 
of the Scriptures in Poland during the war 


countrymen. ‘They were old friends but had not 
met since 1940—and how much had happened to 
both in the meantime! The Bishop hurried down 
- from the platform; Dr. Lilje left his seat and came 
forward; the two men met in the center of the 
hall and greeted each other in characteristic 
fashion in the presence of us all. It was indeed 
a poignant and tender moment, ‘‘unforgettable, 
unforgotten’”—and symbolic of our common 
brotherhood. Why did we feel so. completely at 
home at ‘“‘Elfinsward” in the company of men of 
many nations? It may be that in the Divine inten- 
tion man’s true and abiding home shall be hence- 
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forth in that larger family of God’s children which 
we Call international. 


Fulfilment 


What then was actually done at Haywards 
Heath? This is not the place for a detailed account 
of the decisions arrived at and the resolutions 
passed, but by and large it may be stated that the 
main achievement was the establishment of the 
United Bible Societies, with the necessary machin- 
ery for effective action. National Bible Societies 
are eligible for membership, and when six of 
these have accepted invitations to join, the Council 
will come into being. Each adhering Society will 
be entitled to nominate ten members of the 
Council, and there will be an executive committee 
on which each Society will have one representa- 
tive. The headquarters will be in London; branch 
offices will be opened in Geneva and elsewhere, 
as need demands; and an appropriate staff for the 
running of the organization will be appointed. 

Thus the proposal made at the conference in 
Holland in 1939, but not proceeded with on 
account of the war, has now been revived and 
elaborated. There is every reason to hope that the 
Council of United Bible Societies will shortly come 
into being and that it will make for the more 
efficient service of the Bible Societies throughout 
the world. 

But machinery is not enough; and however 
businesslike the scheme devised may prove to be, 
it will fail of its object unless animated by faith, 
hope and love. ‘Therefore the challenge of Hay- 
wards Heath rings out clear and strong, as a call 
for a fresh dedication of ourselves to the hallowed 
enterprise of the dissemination of the Scriptures, 
that the word of prophecy may be fulfilled: The 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as the 


waters cover the sea.

needed Scriptures can be provided at the least expense 
and in the shortest time to the neediest places. 
Anticipated developments in the coming months 
and years will include the membership in ‘United 
Bible Societies’’ of national organizations in the Far 
East, Latin America and elsewhere. Haywards Heath 
laid the broad foundations of a significant ecumenical 
agency of the Christian Church, which shall in the 
years to come greatly facilitate the translation, pub- 
lication and distribution of that Book which must 


underlie all constructive outreach of the Gospel of 
Christ.
